Egg  production  in  1961  totaled  61,  828  million  eggs,  up  slightly  from  I960  production  of 
6l,  491  million.  Number  of  layers  on  hand  during  1961  averaged  294  million,  compared  with  295 
million  in  I960.  Layer  numbers  decreased  from  311  million  in  1956  to  294  million  in  1961;  but 
egg  production  has  been  relatively  stable  at  61  to  62  billion  eggs,  except  for  1959  when  over  63 
billion  were  produced. 

The  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  on  hand  has  shown  a steady  upward  trend  and  in  1961 
was  210.5  eggs,  compared  with  208.  7 eggs  per  layer  in  I960.  The  ra$e  of  lay  in  ^955  was  192 
and  in  1950  was  174.
